3. The Houſes Eaſt-ward of the City, and chiefly inhabited by men that arg 
Alchouſe-keepers, or they are mean men working to the Rich in the City 
or Labourers whoſe deaths Charges the County with their Families, or Retai 
men, that have their Credit from the City, and are like Country Chapmen tec 
the City, or Poor thruſt out by the Fire; which Charge the County by their

4. The Houſes Weſtward are inhabited by Lords and Gentlemen of Quality, 
who have no ſtock; their Rents in the Country being here ſpent to the benefit 
of the City ; who bear no burthenof the Tax, but for their Houſes only, or by 
Officers of the Guards and Court, or by thoſe who let Lodgings, and have no 
Stock, or by Poor chargeableto the Pariſh ; there being 900 annual Penfioners 
in St. Martins Pari(b, and the Charge above 3000. per annum, and St. Giles's in. 
the Fields above 600 annual Penſioners, whoſe Charges are above 2500 l.”per 
annum, and ſeveral other Pariſhes in the County are charged as high, qy near the 
value. FO \ 


5. Thatthe Land pays more 1n the Country than any other County; beſides 
the great increaſe of Poor for the Reaſons aforeſaid, the Charges of High-ways, 
Robberies, and continual Paſſing poor people to all places in this and the other 
Kingdoms. | - ol
